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Grads celebrate new 
life after drug court

Five people, along with their family, friends 
and mentors, were given the opportunity to 
“celebrate a new life and a new beginning,” as 
they graduated from a 17-month drug court 
program. 

The Lee, Estill and Owsley County Drug 
Court graduated another class of now clean 
and sober individuals who all said drug court 
gave them new opportunities. 

Jamie Horn and Candice Watts of Estill 
County and Donald Farler, who was charged 
in Estill County, graduated last week in the 
ceremony at the Owsley County Courthouse 
in Booneville. 

Drug Court is a treatment-based program 


designed as an alternative for jail for non¬ 
violent drug-offenders. 

A similar theme was expressed by all of 
the graduates and guest speakers, includ¬ 
ing two Kentucky Supreme Court Justices: 
completing the program is no easy task but 
the benefits are life-changing. 

Former drug court graduate Mike Tuttle 
started his treatment in Richmond but later 
moved to complete the program in Estill 
County. He spoke to the current graduates 
about how his life has changed since graduat¬ 
ing and how difficult staying clean has been. 

“I am proud of each of you,” he said. “Use 
what you’ve learned and please stick with it. 
Stay in touch and go to meetings.”

Children’s Clinic has been serving Estill County for 35 years

Few school-age children or their 
parents from this area can recall 
when Estill County didn’t have the 
services of a pediatrician to treat 
standard childhood illness like the 
chicken pox or the flu. 

Dr. Ross Brown established Estill 
County’s first pediatric clinic in 1977 
from humble beginnings when Dr. 
Virginia Wallace offered to make 
room for him and his patients in 
the back rooms of the Estill Medical 
Clinic. 

Since then, the Children’s Clinic 
has been housed in several locations 
over the past 35 years but has become 


a thriving practice that offers more 
services than ever. 

Dr. Vivian Ong is the current direc¬ 
tor of the Children’s Clinic. A native 
of the Philippines, she earned her 
medical degree from the University 
of Santo Tomas in 1991 and complet¬ 
ed her pediatric training in 1996 at 
New York University. She completed 
residency training at the Appalachian 
Regional Healthcare Medical Center 
in Floyd County. 

When her four-year contract ended 
there, she decided she wanted to stay 
in Kentucky. 

“I liked the slower pace of the 
rural areas, and I liked how people in 
Kentucky are family-oriented. They 
are also very appreciative of our ser¬ 


vices.” 

Upon learning that Dr. Brown was 
hiring a partner in Irvine, she inter¬ 
viewed for a position at the Children’s 
Clinic. The two connected over a 
shared Christian faith and a common 
interest in missionary work. 

Ong was hired in 2000, and Brown 
eventually sold the practice to her in 
2004. 

The Children’s Clinic is now locat¬ 
ed on River Drive in the building that 
once housed the Children’s Clinic 
Annex and the Health Awareness 
Center. 

In recent years, the clinic has added 
a pharmacy. 

“We feel that this is a win-win

He said these things have helped him 
pick back up when he felt like falling back 
into the negativity. 

“Its hard to quit drugs,” he said. “But, the 
hardest thing is to stay off drugs.” 

Tuttle is a convicted felon, but said his 
drug court success has allowed him to live 
life to the fullest. He has a job now and said 
he doesn’t have to use drugs or drink to get 
over any of the problems in his life. 

“I love life today,” he said. “Being sober 
brought so much to me. It made me see the 
good in myself and let people in.” 

Tuttle told the graduates they would only 
get from the program what they put into 
it and said he enjoys seeing other people 
recover. 

“It keeps me going,” he said. 

Each of the graduates were named 
Kentucky Colonels and presented with a 
framed plaque. 

They were given the opportunity to speak 
to former graduates, future graduates, their 
friends and family and drug court volun¬ 
teers. 

Those that chose to speak shared stories 
of regaining their independence, their faith, 
their families and their priorities. They 
each said they were glad to have the chance 
to go back to school, have custody of their 
children and get jobs: all opportunities they 
lost while they were addicted and constant¬ 
ly in and out of the court system. 


The graduates heard testimonies from 
Supreme Court Justices William T. Scott 
and Mary Noble. 

Noble is responsible for initiating a drug 
court program in Kentucky and Scott told 
the graduates about his personal experience 
with drug addiction. 

Scott’s son, John, is a former addict and 
drug court graduate. He told the parents 
and families at the ceremony he knows 
their struggles and their joys. 

He shared his son’s success story in hopes 
of inspiring and encouraging the graduates. 

Estill, Lee and Owsley County District 
Judge William “Bo” Leach also told the 
graduates about his experience with drug 
court. 

Leach was required as an assistant county 
attorney in Estill County to be on the drug 
court board. 

“I used to think drug court was just an 
easy way for addicts to get out of jail,” he 
said. 

He said as a young prosecutor he used to 
see addicts as crimes and not as people. 

“I now know there’s always a story that 
put you there,” he said. 

Leach used his time to remind the gradu¬ 
ates of how far they have come. 

“I usually recognize faces, but not 
names,” he said. “I keep thinking to myself 
today, ‘Why do I know these names but not 
these faces?’ I realize now it’s because I have 
seen your names on dockets in the past. 

But, you guys have undergone transforma¬ 
tions. You have gone through a process and 
a lot of hard work.”

Fishermen found safe after search 

The Estill County Rescue Squad continued a nearly eight-hour search of the Kentucky River 
at the American Legion on Millers Creek Road. The search was prompted after two boaters 
didn’t return from a trip they embarked on during heavy rain early last week. Wendell Hardy 
said his friends Bill McMakin and Anthony Woods left Monday to do research on the locks and 
to fish. He warned them not to go, he said, but they told him they would return by Wednes¬ 
day afternoon. By Thursday, the two men had not been heard from. The Estill County Rescue 
Squad, the Estill County Sheriff’s Department, the Madison County Rescue Squad and the Lee 
County Rescue Squad searched most of the day Thursday. McMakin and Woods were found 
safely fishing about 10 miles from the American Legion ramp between Locks 12 and 13. 


Irvine collecting info for potential housing project 


This winter, the City of Irvine, with 
assistance from Community & Economic 
Development Associates (CEDA), will begin 
the process of collecting information for a 
housing project. Within the next year, the 
city intends to apply for funds to address 
homes in need of repairs within Irvine city 
limits. 

This project is open to all Irvine hom¬ 
eowners whose primary, full time residence 
is located within Irvine city limits and meet 
the income requirements. 

Through the housing project, homeown¬ 
ers who qualify can have repairs made to 
their homes at no cost to them. The funding

also available for comparison. 

Hensley said the test was taken by every junior 
of every learning level last school year. The 
students, who are now seniors are Estill County 
High School, topped all of the surrounding 
counties and the state average in math but fell 
short in the other areas and with their composite 
scores. 

Estill s juniors scored an average of 19.5 on the 
math portion of the exam, almost a full point 
higher than the state average of 18.8. Powell 
County students averaged 17.7, Lee County aver¬ 
aged 17.8 and Clark County averaged 18.2. 

The list included scores from two Madison 
County schools: Madison Central and Madison 
Southern. Madison Central scored 18.6 and 
Madison Southern scored 17.7 on the math por¬ 
tion of the ACT. 

Hensley said some areas of concern for Estill 
County were English and reading, but that scores 
were expected to a little low on these portions of 
the exam. 

Estill scored 17.4 in English and 18.2 in read¬ 
ing last year. Both scores fall short of the state 
averages of 18.4 in English and 19 in reading. 

Powell and Lee counties both fell short also 
averaging 17.4 on the English portion. 

Powell scored 18.6 in reading and Lee scored 
18.4 in reading. 

Hensley said the lower scores on these por¬ 
tions of the exam in Estill County are because of 
some changes to curriculum and focus in the last 
several years. 

He said a shift from literature-oriented to 
information-oriented reading has taken place 
while these students were still in school. 

“They are now expected to be able to read a 
manual, for example, and then answer questions 
about it,” he said. 

The English scores in the county, although 
lower than the state average, are an improvement 
of scores from the last several years, Hensley 
said. 

Instructional Supervisor Tonya Isaacs told the 
board about other test scores that should be 
available next month. 

She said end-of-course exam scores are not in 
the system yet but preliminary data should be 


available the first week of October. 

Following a brief embargo period, the scores 
will be released to the public. 

Isaacs also detailed for the move from the 
Commonwealth Accountability Testing System 
(CATS) test to the Unbridled Learning (KPREP) 
test for school accountability in the state. 

CATS focused primarily on student proficien¬ 
cy and used a 140-point scale. The new KPREP 
system uses a 100-point scale and focuses on col¬ 
lege and career readiness. 

The switch came after Kentucky legislators 
passed Senate Bill 1 in 2009. 

Isaacs warned scores will be lower than previ¬ 
ous years because of the new system. She said 
parents and teachers should prepare themselves 
for these lower scores. 

The board agreed the transition would be a 
difficult one but the new system is beneficial 
because of the focus is places on success after 
high school. 

“I know its going to be a hard transition,” 
Board Member Patti Hood said. “But, I think its 
going to be a good system.” 

Several principals were at the meeting and 
agreed the switch has caused them some stress. 

“The tests last year were scary for teachers,” 
West Irvine Principal BJ Martin said. “They 
didn’t think they had prepared their students 
well enough because [the new test] was such a 
secret.” 

Hensley said the switch will ultimately be 
beneficial for the students because of the switch 
in focus. 

“Thank God were switching from school 
scores to individual growth,” he said. 

In other business, the board: 

•Saw presentations from Estill Springs 
Elementary students about their curriculum and 
projects. For photos of the presentation, see page 
BIO. 

•Approved the treasurers report and payment 
of bills 

•Approved the second reading of Policy 03.6 
requiring volunteer criminal background checks 
every three years with schools paying the cost 

•Approved Section 7 academic team fee 
requests 

•Approved an out-of-state trip for Estill County 
Middle School eighth graders.

Cheryl Fling, Elise Zelnicker, Terri Valenti 
and Jan Snugden founded Peaceful Paws 
Springs (PPS) on Pitts Road in Ravenna sev¬ 
eral years ago, and thanks to $75,000 in grant 
money and additional donations, have been 
able to expand the operation to better serve the 
animals in need. 

Over the weekend the friends celebrated 
the grand opening of Peaceful Paws and a 
donation of $10,000 that will be used to finish 
renovations to buildings on the property. 

The most recent donation came from JP 
Morgan Chase Bank. 

The money hasn’t arrived yet, but in the 
minds of the friends, it’s already been spent. 

It will be used to put fencing outside a build¬ 
ing used to house cats that need homes and to 
finish a building to house dogs. 

There are currently between 50 and 60 cats 
and 10 dogs on the property. Some of the 
animals are personal pets, including all of the 
dogs, and others are in need of loving homes. 

“Right now we don’t have anywhere to keep 
dogs,” Fling said. 

The money will complete a brick structure 
on the property with cages on the inside and a 
fence surrounding it so the dogs can get some 
fresh air, sunshine and a little exercise while 
waiting to be adopted. 

PPS is non-profit, no-kill rescue that oper¬ 
ates entirely off grant money and donations of 
any kind. 

There is no charge for adopting an animal 
from the shelter. The friends only ask for a 
donation, if possible. 

“We don’t want to charge people for these 
pets,” Fling said. “Some people can afford to 
take care of an animal at their home but don’t 
have the extra large sum of money it takes to 
adopt a pet.” 

At PPS all of the pets are spayed or neutered 
and checked out by a veterinarian before

being adopted. They are also sent home with 
everything needed to get the pet started and 
adjusted to a new home comfortably. 

PPS accepts donations of any kind: mon¬ 
etary, old blankets, stuffed animals or other 
toys for the pets, crushed cans, paper towels, 
cleaning supplies, litter boxes, food, litter, etc.

Home heating safety is important 


The weather outside is starting to cool down 
and much cooler days are just around the cor¬ 
ner. As we begin to turn the heat up inside our 
homes we need to remember a few safety tips. 
We heat our homes in different ways, some of 
us use gas or propane, others use fireplaces or 
wood stoves and others use electric. No matter 
how you heat your home there are a few safety 
precautions you need to take. 

If you use gas or propane you need to know: 

•How to recognize a natural gas or propane 
gas leak in your home: if you detect a foul 
odor in you home or in the service line, leave 
the area immediately and call your local gas 
company 

•How to recognize a gas pipeline leak; look 
and listen. Look for dirt blowing into the air, 
for water bubbling from the ground, for fire 
coming from the ground, dead or dying veg¬ 
etation on or near a pipeline right of way in 
an otherwise green area, or for a dry spot in 
a moist field. Listen for a roaring, blowing, or 
hissing sound. 

•What to do if you suspect a gas pipeline 
leak; turn off and abandon any motorized 
equipment, leave the area immediately, warn 
others to stay away, and from a safe place call 
local emergency personnel and the pipeline 
operator. 

•What NOT TO DO; DO NOT use open 
flames or bring anything into the area that 
may spark the gas leak (telephones, flashlights, 
motor vehicles, electric or battery-operated 
tools, etc.). DO NOT attempt to operate pipe¬ 
line valves. 

•In a natural gas emergency or suspected 
natural gas emergency call 911 and the gas 
line company. For a natural gas emergency 
involving Columbia Gas of Kentucky, call their 
toll free number 1-800-432-9515. For those 
residents that use propane gas from Hardy 


Propane Gas Company call 723-2496. 

If you use a fireplace or woodstove you 
should know: 

•Have your chimney inspected by a profes¬ 
sional prior to the start of every heating season. 
Creosote, a chemical substance that forms 
when wood burns, builds up in chimneys and 
can cause a chimney fire if the chimney is not 
properly cleaned. Always protect your family 
and home by using a sturdy screen when burn¬ 
ing fires. Remember to burn only wood—never 
burn paper or pine boughs, which can float out 
of the chimney and ignite a neighboring home. 
Never use flammable liquids in a fireplace. For 
woodstoves, chimney connections and chim¬ 
ney flues should be inspected at the beginning 
of each heating season and cleaned if neces¬ 
sary. Burn only wood, and be sure the wood 
stove is placed on an approved stove board to 
protect the floor from heat and hot coals. 

If you use electric or kerosene heaters you 
should know: 

•Buy only electric heaters with the 
Underwriter’s Laboratory (UL) safety listing. 
Check to make sure it has a thermostat control 
mechanism, and will switch off automatically 
if the heater falls over. Heaters are not dryers 
or tables; don’t dry clothes or store objects on 
top of your heater. Space heaters need space; 
keep combustibles at least three feet away from 
each heater. Always unplug your electric space 
heater when not in use. 

Buy only UL-approved kerosene heaters and 
check with your local fire department on the 
legality of kerosene heater use in your com¬ 
munity. Never fill your heater with gasoline or 
camp stove fuel; both flare-up easily. Only use 
crystal clear K-l kerosene. Never overfill any 
portable heater. Use the kerosene heater in a 
well ventilated room.

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situation for our patients,” said Dr. Ong. 
“People can bring their children to the doctor, 
get lab work done, and pick up medicine on 
site. We have found this is very convenient for 
parents of babies. It is also more convenient in 
the wintertime.” 

Marilyn Raider has been an employee of 
Childrens Clinic since 1985. “This has been a 
wonderful place to work,” she said. 

She’s witnessed a lot of changes at the clinic, 
especially in the past couple of years. “We 
have added several services, and we now have 
the in-house lab here,” she said. 

Technology has greatly changed at the clinic 
too. “We first began to keep electronic medi¬ 
cal records since the 90s,” Raider said. “Dr. 
Brown was really a pioneer in the area for 
that.” 

Now the providers carry iPads into the office 
with them to record patient information. 

“We have upgraded so that we can now do 
electronic prescribing,” Ong said, “then the 
parent can pick up the medicine in the drive- 
thru. This is another added convenience for 
families. 

“Patient’s x-rays can also be viewed from 
here, and we have a partnership with UK 
hospitals to share x-rays with them if the need 
arises.” 

The clinic keeps records of patient immuni¬ 
zations through the Kentucky Immunization 
Registration program. 

“We have a counselor who is available to 


meet with patients on Thursdays,” said Dr. 
Ong. “The counselor is qualified to address 
mental and behavior problems such as ADHD, 
and to help those who are grieving or whose 
parents are going through a divorce, for exam¬ 
ple.” 

The clinic has three physician assistants 
on staff, allowing someone to be on call at all 
times. 

Alison Connell, a familiar face to many at 
the Children’s Clinic, will be helping out again 
one day a week during the winter months. 

Dr. Ong says one of the most rewarding 
parts of her job is seeing patients she’s treated 
over the past 12 years who are now grown and 
are bringing their own children to the clinic. 
She says it makes her “feel like a grandma.” 

“We are happy they have trusted the 
Children’s Clinic,” she said. “We appreciate 
them bringing their children, and we try to 
provide the best possible care.” 

Dr. Ong lives in Richmond, and her hus¬ 
band, Andy, is a computer programmer. They 
have one son, Andrew. In her free time, she 
likes to travel. Dr. Ong is also very involved in 
her church where she teaches Sunday school 
and volunteers in their health ministry. 

In honor of their 35 th birthday, the Children’s 
Clinic will have a coloring contest. Local chil¬ 
dren may stop in to pick up a coloring sheet, 
which they will need to return to the clinic by 
Sept. 28. They are also invited to stop by on 
October 1st and 2nd for a birthday cupcake. 

The Children’s Clinic is open at 223 River 
Drive, Monday thru Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. To schedule an appointment, call 723-

CDH journey is like a rollercoaster ride 


If there’s one thing we’ve learned 
about CDH in the 11 months 
since our grandson Clay made his 
entrance into the world, it’s to expect 
the unexpected. 

In the last update I wrote about 
the baby, I said that his doctor had 
given the go-ahead to begin trials off 
the vent, beginning with a few min¬ 
utes a couple of times each day Clay 
seemed to handle those trial periods 
off the vent pretty well. 

About the same time, the doctor 
also discontinued some meds, but 
those changes didn’t have as good 
an outcome. 

Follow-up labs a week later 
showed that Clay’s electrolytes were 
dangerously out of balance. The 
doctor called and said to bring the 
baby to the hospital and to expect 
to stay a couple of days. Soon after 
treatment, the electrolytes were back 
up to a safe level and they got to go 
back home. 

The morning they came home, 


though, his parents noticed Clay 
was breathing harder and his heart 
rate was up. He had a bit of a fever. 
The next day they were headed to 
the hospital again with Clay clearly 
in distress. 

After being admitted and given 
antibiotics and something for his 
fever, he rebounded quickly, but cul¬ 
tures had to be done to find the 
exact cause of his illness. 

It turns out that Clay had con¬ 
tracted a nasty bacterial infection, 
one commonly found in intensive 
care units. The bacteria caused some 
pneumonia to develop. 

Just like that, he was back on the 
hospital vent, requiring extra oxy¬ 
gen. He and his parents spent five 
more long days and nights in the 
PICU. 

This round in the hospital, though 
relatively short, was hard on baby 
and parents. It was almost like 
being in another hospital, because 
the PICU side is a different world

from the NICU side. For one thing, 
the doctors and nurses are not as 
familiar with his situation. 

The stress of having a sick baby is 
bad enough, but the added stress of 
confusion and conflict is definitely 
not a good thing. 

Labs had to be drawn every few 


hours in the hospital. Mom and Dad 
had a hard time watching nurses 
fish for veins, an experience Hannah 
called “traumatic” for all of them. 

I had a little taste of that trauma 
a couple of days ago when Clay 
needed yet another blood sample 
drawn. I went with them to our 
local hospital, where the lab techni¬ 
cians worked carefully and diligently 
to draw blood with as little discom¬ 
fort to the baby as possible. He’s a 
plump little guy and it’s not easy to 
find a vein. 

One advantage to having labs done 
at the local hospital is that when 
people you know do the poking, 
they try to be very gentle about it. 

I’m not sure which moved me to 
tears the most—Clay’s big brown 
eyes looking at me so pleadingly, or 
the kindness of the lab techs. Either 
way, I’m pretty sure I’m a much big¬ 
ger wimp than the baby or his brave 
momma, who handles all this with 
amazing calmness. 


Still, I know these times are very 
hard for her and my heart breaks 
for her and Eric, knowing the worry 
they go through when their baby 
suffers. 

Much about the CDH journey 
is uncertain. Every case is differ¬ 
ent, with different challenges and 
obstacles to overcome. The jour¬ 
ney is full of ups and downs, twists 
and turns--that’s one of the surest 
things I’ve learned about CDH in 
the 11 months since Clay made his 
entrance into the world. 

This road he’s on sometimes gets 
bumpy, but there are many joys 
amid the sorrows, and the concern 
and kindness people show makes 
the hard times more bearable. 

It will most likely be a few more 
weeks now before Clay gets more 
trials off the vent, but I’m thankful 
he’s on the mend and showing off his 
toothy grin again.
